This 
the Council refused lo do, and a sub- 
stitute was otl'orcd by I oiincilman 
Anderson that tho city shull allow 
Iho county to work iheciiy prisoners, 
but that ihe city will not contract for 
any of tho prison labor. This propo. 
aitiun was adopted l)y tho Cjuri 
Kurtlicr the jail is lo be used as Ihe 
woi k hon-e, Ihe prisoners to he taken 
oiii eac:i loornioK by a iiiaiiagcr and 
reluriied al nijilii, il not too great a 
distance from the Jail.
